NOT CONCILIATION 
BUT CONSTRUCTION 


“Let us raise a standard to which 
the wise and honest can repair. The 
€vent is in the hand of god.” This 
advice of George Washington to the 
delegates in Philadelphia in the 
first aanxious days of the forming 
of the constitution might well be 
pondered by the delegates at the 
San Francisco Conference opening 
on April 25, 1945, who meet to form 
a peacetime security charter for the 
United Nations. 

It was in the spirit advocated by 
Washington that the convention 
acted. Its results reflected other 
words of Washington, spoken in re- 
ply to Harry Lee, who in Congress 
talked of “employing influence to 
appease the tumults in Massachu- 
setts”. Washington’s answer was 
strong and concise, “Influence is no 
government. Let us have one by 
which our lives, liberties and prop- 
erties will be SECURED.” Not con- 
ciliation but construction motivated 
our early satesmen and the con- 
Stitution they proposed demonstrat- 
ed by its very boldness and unpre- 
tentious sincerity the statesmanlike 
strength, directness and singleness 
of purpose which motivated its con- 
ception and formation. 


Like the constitutional convention 
{786, the San Francisco Conference 
is confronted with a tremendous 
task, a task whose problems in many 
ways parallel those of the delegates 
in Philadelphia over a century and 
a half ago. It must be understood 
that the delegates to the San Fran- 
cisco Conference will not formulate 
the terms to be imposed to the De- 
feated countries but frame and ad- 
opt the United Nations’ charter, 
whose preliminary blueprints were 
drawn at Dumbarton Oaks. 

For lasting pease and the secur- 
ity of civilization it is imperative 
that CONSTRUCTION, not concil- 
iation be the motivating power in 
designing an international structure 
to withstand the stresses and strains 
of ever recurring storms conceived 
in the high pressure areas of power 
politics. 

“One by which our lives, liberties 
and properties will be secured.”

Your City’s Busines

This year’s budget for Sequoia 
Union High School District calls 


for operating expenditures of $412,- 
000, an increase of 2.7 per cent ov- 
er last year’s budget, and an in- 


year’s actual disbursements. The 
primary reason for this year’s eight 
cent tax rate increase (while as- 
sessed valuation was also rising 1.9 
per cent), however, was the in- 
crease in the provision for capital 
outlays from $4,000 to $41,000. 'This 
year’s capital outlay budget in- 
cludes $35,000 for land purchase 
and $5,000 for equipment. Capital 
outlays were $7,000 in 1942-43 and 
$19,000 in 1941-42. This year’s to- 
tal budget of $453,000 compares 
with actual expenditures of $394,~ 
000 last year, $380,000 in 1942-43 
and $370,000 in 1941-42, 

How will the budget be financed 


this year? Some 32 per cent will 
come from the General Fund of 


portionment based primarily upon 
average daily attendance. Around 
1% per cent will be derived from 
miscellaneous sources, principally 
Federal-State vocational education | 
funds. The carryover surplus will 
be tapped for another 4 per cent. 
The remaining 6214, or $283,000, 
will be derived from property taxes 
on the $43,800,000 assessed valua- 
tion of the district. 

Where does the money go? The 
operating budget this year calls for 
the following distribution: 

For administration, which in- 
cluding the superintendent’s § sal- 
ary, 2% per cent. 

For instruction, consisting chiefly 
of teacher’s salaries, but also in- 
cluding clerical salaries, textbooks, 
supplies, etc, 73 per cent. 

For maintenance and operation, 
16 per cent. 

For transportation of pupils, 3 
per cent. 


For health, employment and mis- 
cellaneous services, 3 per cent. 

For retirement fund contributions 
1% per cent. 

For insurance, etc., 1 per cent. 

While the operating budget has 


| increased 171% per cent over the ex- 
| penditures of four years ago, the 


advance has been fairly uniform in 
all categories. Administration is up 


Of the $200,000,000 to be raised 
for the War Fund of the American 
Red Cross during the month of 
March, $15,000 is the quota set for 
the Menlo Park-Atherton area.

In speaking of the work of the 
American Red Cross Basil O’Con- 
hor, the national chairman said,
